This the report 
brought out, was much better than 
at first supposed due to adverse 
weather conditions which brought 
heavy rains the opening day of the | 
fair last year, thus completely di- 
minishing the date receipts. How- 
ever, loyal support of county resi- | 
dents and other visitors a week 
later permitted the association to 
come out on the right side of the! 
ledger, | 

According to a report of the scc- 
retary-manager, L. J. Anderson, 
funds are available to the county 
for improvement at the new fair 
grounds and it is the desire of the 
Fair Board that work begin as soon | 
as possible. This work, it was said, | 
will be under the direction of Don 
M. Hoffman as engineer and will 
include the leveling of the land, 
laying out sites and the placine on 
the property wated and other facii- 
ities. 

In the treasurer’s report it was | 
stated that the amount of money 
received for the payment of premi- 
ums from the state was $6,600, whue 
the actual amount of cash outlay 
for this purpose was $6750.

SANTIAGO, Chile., (Copyright 
1939 by United Press)—Stories of 
rich communities destroyed, of 
thousands upon thousands killed, of 
hundreds thousands facing the 
threat of disease or famine, reached 
| Santiago today as still fragmentary 
| reports arrived of the toll taken by 
/an earthquake in southern Chis. 

Reports from the earthquake zone 
indicated that the death toll might 
reach 20.000 in three cities alone. 
Most of the zone was still isolat- 
| ed. 

An official message to the Cara- 
bineros headquarters estimated 5000 
dead in Cauquenes, an inland city 
800 miles northwest of Concepcion. 
The city was destroyed. 

A United Press staff correspond- 
ent at Chillan, a city of 40,000 peo- 
ple, and army aviators who flew 
{him there, reported the dead there 
at 10,000 with 10,000 Wounded or 
missing. Officially the death: esti- 
mate there was 5,000. 
| The cabinet, at a meeting which 
ended at 2 a. m., appropriated var- 
ious sums for stricken towns and 
villages so far heard from. 

The cabinet’s figures, admittedly 
fragmentary and based in some. of 
the cases om rough estimates, ac- 
counted for 7946 killed and 16,489 
injured and missing, with most of 
the zone unreported.

Myers Believes Facts En- 
hance Human Qualities 
of Established Heroes 


By GARRY €. MYERS, Ph.D. 


EVERY NOW and then some ner- 
vous soul or patriotic society gets 
panicky over the publication of 
documentary evidence that such na- 
tional heroes as Washington, Lin- 
coln or Franklin were not quite per- 
fect human beings. But why should 
anyone be so upset about the facts? 

For hundreds and hundreds of 
years those who have used the Bible 
as a textbook of morals and religion | 
have not been noticeably disturbed 
over what now appears to have been 
irregularities in the conduct of such | 
great characters as Solomon and | 
David. But these matters dwarf to 
insignificance beneath the shadow 
of their real virtues and achieve- 
ments in upward striving. 


Keep Perspective 


So it is with our great American 
heroes of the past. The small items 
which some denounce as “dug-up 
dirt” shrink eventually almost to 
nothingness. When viewed in per- 
spective, they only make the tow- 
ering virtues of these immortals ap- 
pear the more majestic. They be- 
come about like a few grains of sand 
at the foot of a mountain. 

As parents and teachers living 
and dealing with youths, we need to 
keep perspective. Some teachers 
don’t, alas! Cynically they will give 
to their trusting young students the 
impression that the relatively few 
items of conduct in our several na- 
tional heroes, which now seem un- 
conventional, were many times more 
serious and numerous than they 
really were. Accordingly, such 
teachers will spend an inordinate 
amount of time and emphasis on 
such matters, dwelling very briefly 
and indifferently upon the virtues 


and lasting achievements of these | 


heroes for humanity, and the 
amount of unselfishness and self- 
sacrifice these moral qualities and 
attainments cost them.
